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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. “hed they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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The, len. Virgins 


By request I am writing on Matt, 25: 
1-12. So many people fail to understand 
these sayings of Jesus. I have given the 
subject a close study and I feel that God 
has helped me to understand the mean- 
ing of these sayings. 

In running the references to every 
verse carefully, I thought I would com- 
ment on each verse. 

v. 1, ‘Then shall the kingdom of heav- 
en be likened unto ten virgins, which 
took their lamps, and went forth to 
meet the bridegroom.” 

The Syriac Version says, “Then may 
the kingdom of heaven be shadowed 
forth by ten virgins.” The thought we 
want to comment on in this verse is the 
meaning of the word “virgin.” Webster 
says the word means to be chaste, pure, 
and undefiled. Crudens Concordance says 
“virgin” is often used in scripture for a 
people, a city, a nation. The professors 
of religion in general are called virgins, 
such as are not defiled with any scanda- 
lous sin, nor any erroneous opinion. In the 
above scripture they are all called virgins 
because they made profession of holiness. 
Five made a profession, but had not the 
full experience that God intended for 
them to have. The character of virgins is 
principally given to those that adhere 
stedfastly to Christ, and abhor every 
thing that has any show of violating their 
fidelity to Him. 

The word “virgin” in this case is in the 
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neuter gender and means male and female 
or all those who profess Christianity. In 
speaking of angels, the word “virgin” 
would apply and it would be in the 
neuter gender because there is no sex 
ascribed to angels. 

v. 2, “And five of them were wise, and 
five were foolish.” 

In this verse these virgins are called 
wise and foolish but they are all _ still 
called virgins. The wise are termed wise 
because they had accepted the whole 
truth of God and had made preparation 
to meet Him. The foolish are termed 
foolish because they had not complied 
with all the demands made upon them by 
the Word of God. The reference to the 
wise virgins is found in Matt. 7:24, 25, 
“Therefore whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I will 
liken him unto a wise man, which built 
his house upon a rock: And the rain de- 
scended, and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not: for it was founded upon 
a rock.” This man is wise because ie 
built his house upon a rock. That rock 
represents Christ, and of course, His 
teachings. This building could stand the 
storms of persecution and the floods of 
criticism that might come from those 
who oppose the whole truth. The builder 
was careful to include in his structure 
everything to make his house strong. You 
will not be able to stand the trials and 


persecutions if you leave out any part of 
the experience that He said you should 
have. 

The reference to the foolish ‘virgins is 
Matt. 7:26, 27, “And every one that 
heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not, shail be likened unto aj foolish 
man, which built his house. upon the 
sand: And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it.”” This man built 
his house upon the sand. The first thing 
that was wrong was the foundation. 
Then, in my judgment, he ignored some 
of the great truths of God, and this 
weakened his house because it is not wise 
to ignore any of the truth. He couldn't 
be classed as an unbeliever or sinner be- 
cause he had built a house. I can’t under- 
stand how men who claim such faith and 
power will deny some of the very bless- 
ings that the Bible makes plain we should 
have. 

Another reference given for the fool- 
ish is Luke 12:20, 21. This refers to the 
rich man who had failed to accept the 
Lord and His truth. Of course, he was 
lost. We do not think that this has direct 
reference to the virgins because this man 
failed to accept God and made his treas- 
ure of earthly things and was not classed 
as a Christian, but, he is foolish.

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Twenty Signs of the Coming of Our Lord 


Matt. 24:34, “Verily I say unto you, 
This generation shall not pass, till all 
these things be fulfilled.” 

Now if we began reading at the first 
verse and read all the way through we 
would find that He was referring to the 
people described in this chapter, that 
would be living during the time of the 
fulfilling of these things mentioned in 
this chapter. 

Sign No. 1, “And they that be wise 
shall shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many to right- 
eousness, as the stars for ever and ever,” 
Dan. 12:3. Never before has there been 
such an increase of knowledge as there 
is today, and indeed we find this first 
sign fulfilled about us—automobile, air- 
plane, telephoto, great inventions too 
numerous to mention. 

Sign Ne. 2, “But thou, O Daniel, shut 
up the words, and seal the book, even to 
the time of the end; many shall run to 
and fro, and knowledge shall be in- 
creased,” Dan. 12:4. The latter part of 
this verse is certainly being fulfilled to- 
day. People are running to and fro and 
statistics show that $7,000,000,000 is 
being spent yearly by tourist and people 
traveling about in the United States. 

Sign No. 3, “The chariots (automo- 
bi.es) shall rage in the streets, they shall 
justle one against another in the broad 
ways: they shall seem like torches, they 
shall run like the lightnings,” Nahum 2: 
4. This is certainly being fulfilled today. 
These are the days when the speed of the 
automobile is being increased, and it is 
certainly true that they run like light- 
ning and they seem like torches upon the 
highways of our country. It was recently 
announced that there was an average of 
twenty-two automobiles for every one 
hundred families in America. Never has 
such speed been known. There are cars 
(racing cars) that will make 250 miles 
an hour. This sign is being fulfilled ev- 
ery day. 

Sign No. 4, “For the time will come 
when they will not endure sound doc- 
trine; but after their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, having itch- 
ing ears; And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables.” 2 Timothy 4:3, 4. 
This is the day when professors have a 
firm dislike for the truth. 

Sign No. 5, “And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables,’ 2 Tim. 4:4. The 
day is here when people had rather have 
teachers who will “tickle their ears” 
rather than ones that will tell them God’s 
truth. If ever there was a day when we 
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need sound doctrine it is today. 

Sign No. 6, “For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient to par- 
ents, unthankful, unholy,” 2 Timothy 
3:2. Today more than ever is this sign 
being fulfilled when men are forgetting 
their fellow man and becom!ng lovers of 
themselves. 

Sign No. 7, disobedience of children, 

which is also included in the verse we 
have just quoted, 2 Tim. 3:2. Boys and 
girls, don’t ever be guilty of telling 
mother and dad a lie. I thank God that 
there are some young people who are liv- 
ing for God. Don’t be disobedient to 
mother and dad. They love you and a!- 
ways will love you. 
Sign No. 8, “Without natural affec- 
tion, trucebreakers, false accusers, in- 
continent, fierce, despisers of those that 
are good,” 2 Tim. 3:3. There are so many 
in the world today without natural at- 
fection. Some women had rather nurse a 
poodle dog than a baby. 

Sign No. 9, “Traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures more than 
lovers of God.” 2 Timothy 3:4. There- 
fore, you that attend the picture shows 
and other places of worldly amusement 
prove that you are lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God. A government 
report shows that in the year 1933 over 
$1,000,000,800 was spent for picture 
shows in this United States of ours. 
Think of that! My God help us! 

Sign No. 10, “Having a form of god- 
liness, but denying the power thereof: 
from such turn away,” 2 Timothy 3:5. 
This is one of the outstanding signs be- 
ing fulfilled today. There are many who 
try to put on a form of godliness but 
deny the power. They are really ashamed 
of the real power of God. Friends, let us 
get away from forms and get closer to 
God. This is not my personal opinion 
about the matter. It is not just what I 
say about it, but I appeal to you to read 
your own Bible and take the Word of 
God, for it will stand forever. It is a 
time when we need to keep the Word of 
God in our hearts and accept more of the 
real power of God in our everyday life. 
Read Rom. 14:17; 1 Cor. 4:20; Acts 
1:8. 

Sign No. 11, “Now the spirit speaketh 
expressly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving heed 
to seducing spirits, and doctrines of 
devils,” 1 Timothy 4:1. The fulfillment 
of this sign is one reason why we need the 
Holy Ghost so that it may lead and guide 


us in the right way. This sign is also be- 
ing fulfilled. There was never a day when 
so many, many people are departing from 
the faith. My friend, as for me I do not 
want to try to get along without the 
Holy Ghost, I would not be without His 
sweet presence in my life. 

Sign No. 12, “But as the days of Noe 
were, so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be. For as in the days that were 
before the flood, they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in mar- 
riage, until the day that Noe entered in- 
to the ark,” St. Matthew 24:37, 38. As 
it was in the days of Noah, so it is to- 
day. The imaginations of the hearts of 
the people are evil continually—this is 
proven by things that appear on the bill- 
boards along our highways, the news- 
papers, and magazines— you know what 
I mean, pictures that suggest lust and 
vice and all manner of sin. Also on the 
highways where they can be easily seen 
and easily found are the swimming pools. 
The best thing for God’s people to do is 
to stay just as far away from such things 
as they possibly can so they will not be- 
come entangled with the devil’s tactics. 
As in the days of Noah, so also is it to- 
day—the day of the coming of the Son 
of man. The mothers of today that allow 
their daughters to wear those ungodly 
slacks and a handkerchief about their 
chest will some day soon have daughters 
who have no virtue. They may think just 
because daughter is only sixteen or 
eighteen that it is all right. But, my 
friend, it is time you were waking up 
and teaching your daughter the path of 
virtue and right. There was once a 
young girl about sixteen who attended 
our meetings and would stand near the 
back of the church. Her mother, who 
lived near the church, would allow her 
to come with only a pair of slacks and 
a thin sweater on. But, my friend, not 
very long after that this young _ girl 
was riding with a girl friend on 
a bicycle. They were coming out of 
a side street into a main boulevard 
and were instantly crushed by a speeding 
automobile. The other day I walked into 
a newsstand to buy a magazine. I noticed 
on the cover of one magazine a girl very 
scarcely and scantily covered, lying in 
the sand and writing the words “Merry 
Xmas” in the sand. I thought, My God! 
she doesn’t know what a merry Christmas 
is. 

Sign No. 13, “Let no man deceive you 
by any means: for that day shall not 
come, except there come a falling away

A Son—in Affection 

2. Tim. 2:1, “Thou therefore, my son, 
be strong in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus.” 

Here Paul is admonishing Timothy to 
be strong in the Lord. Of course grace 
means favor with God. He means to tell 
Timothy that if he will be faithful God 
will bless him. Just to have God’s favors 
is a great blessing. Timothy was sur- 
rounded by false teachings and those 
who professed godliness were arrayed 
against the workers of the Church and 
Paul is telling him to renew his strength 
and stand for the principles and great 
truths that he had taught him. All our 
help must come from God and to be 
strong in the Lord in the truest sense of 
the word means much. 

A Steward—in Faithfulness 

v. 2, “And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, the 
same commit thou to faithful men, who 
shall be able to teach others also.” 

Paul is admonishing Timothy to strict- 
ly adhere to the things he had taught him 
and he was also to teach others. He says 
there were many witnesses to his instruc- 
tions. Timothy must be careful in his 
selection of helpers and strictly commit 
this faith to those who would be true 
to the trust committed to them. It is 
quite a pleasure to meditate on _ these 
epistles and note that these men were to 
give themselves over to the teachings of 
Christ and they were to lead the peo- 
ple in the ways of holiness and truth. 

A Soldier—In Endurance 

v. 3, “Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ.” 

Paul compares the work to that of a 
soldier and warns Timothy to lay aside 
every thing and give himself wholly to 
the work of God. He is not to depend on 
earthly things, but is to give all of his 
time and attention to the care of the 
church and the salvation of the !ost. 
This is the only way to please the Lord 
who has called us to be His soldiers. 
There is much affliction and hardships to 
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be endured, but as a general rule but 
few are willing to endure hardness. If full 
support and ample provision is not made 
they are ready to leave and complain, but 
no good soldier will desert his post at 
such a time. It is the hardships that come 
to a minister that qualifies him for a 
good guide and I have wondered some- 
times if the Lord didn’t permit hardships 
and afflictions to come in order to train 
His workmen for the battle that is just 
ahead. 
A Workman—in Diligence 

v. 15, “Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth.” 

Paul’s admonition to Timothy to thor- 
oughly prepare himself for work by 
study, is certainly an admonition that no 
one can pass up lightly. In every avoca- 
tion of life men who have made a suc- 
cess have applied themselves and made 
preparation for the work they were to 
do. We, as ministers and members of the 
Church of God should study and be able 
to rightly divide the Word of truth. We 
are meeting so many theories and doc- 
trines in our day, especially are men 


preaching over the radio who know noth- . 


ing more than being born again, and 
many of them do not have that experi- 
ence. It looks as though we are not try- 
ing to meet these arguments and put out 
the truth as we should. My heart goes 
out to the lost and dying world for I 
know they need the truth, so let us be 
diligent and study until we can present 
the truth as God’s Word gives it.

2. We can believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ if we will and this we must do if 
we are ever saved. While we preach of 
sin and its awful destruction in the 
world and in individuals, Jesus is the on- 
ly Savior offered to sinners. He gave 
Himself freely to die on the cross for 
the sins of the whole world and every 
one who wills to do so, may look to Him 
to be saved. 

3. We can take up our cross and fol- 
low Jesus. This would be to espouse His 
cause and live as He has directed all who 
would be saved. All who live the Chris- 
tian life and travel the road toward heav- 
en follow Jesus daily. The man who shall 
be ready for the coming of the Lord and 
prepared to share the glory that shall 
then be revealed is the man who lives 
soberly, righteously and godly in this 
present world (Titus 2:12). We.can bear 
our cross and follow Jesus, we can live the 
Christian life here and now. Not to do so 
means that we do not belong to Jesus, are 
on the wrong track and are not saved 
but lost. 

4. We may take freely of the water of 
life. Here is the invitation, “And the 
Spirit and the bride say, Come. And let 
him that heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life freely,” 
Rev. 22:17. As it was in the days of Je- 
sus so it is today. “Many are called but 
few are chosen.” They could come to 
Christ and be saved, but they do not be- 
cause.they love darkness rather than 
light.

A Christian is one possessing the re- 
ligion of Christ. 

When we pause to consider what we 
possess, how thankful we are, how grate- 
tul we feel to God. We see what we were 
or might have been but for the grace of 
Him who loved us and died for us. We 
view the transformation with gratitude 
and a desire to impart some of our radi- 
ance to those witnout the fold. Our 
hearts are made humble when we con- 
sider our sanctification. We wonder why 
God should be so wonderful as to purge 
you and me of sin, when COUNTLESS 
others have not experienced this blessing.

Beloved, once you truly realize the 
worth and value of a soul, you will not 
only sing thanksgiving and offer praise 
for your safety but you will become so 
overflowed with gratitude that there will 
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be nothing left for you but whole- 
hearted grateful service. When we con- 
sider a soul—what it is, who made it, its 
va.ue, its possibilities, the price that was 
paid for its redemption, its destiny, its 
eternal welfare, can we, DARE we, be 
satisfied with anything less than a full 
share of Christian responsibility? 

Once we pause and concentrate on 
these questions, we will not only have a 
rising and pressing burden for the lost, 
we will not merely become concerned, 
nor will we stop with becoming,aroused;

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THE TEN VIRGINS 

(Continued from page 1) 
ish is Matt. 22:11. We are sure that this 
verse does not bear directly on the sub- 
ject of the virgins but it does refer to 
being foolish. Nothing is said about how 
much salvation this man had but he 
evidently thought that he was entitled to 
go into the wedding supper. If you 
notice, he did not go and make himself 
known to the one who was receiving the 
guests at this wedding; he just went in. 
At oriental weddings all the guests were 
given a robe and this robe was sufficient 
to admit them and permit them to hold 
an honorable place at the wedding. Now 
I am sure that the wedding garment does 
refer to the full preparation and I don’t 
think it would be doing any violence to 
the scripture to say this man had failed 
to get the oil which is a symbol of the 
Holy Ghost. 

vv. 3, 4, “They that were foolish took 
their lamps, and took no oil with them: 
But the wise took oil in their vessels with 
their lamps.” 

As we have already commented on the 
words the “wise” and the “foolish” our 
thought in these two verses will be the 
lamps and the oil. There are no ref- 
erences to these verses but it is said that 
they took no oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. The inference is that there 
was a container for oil that the wise took 
along. They had made preparation for a 
supply if it was needed. There is no dis- 
tinction in the lamps; they must have all 
been alike. The only difference is that 
the wise had oil and the foolish did not. 
Now this oil was a beaten olive oil that 
was used by the Jews for lights and ev- 
ery commentator that we can find ad- 
mits that this oil does represent the Hoiy 
Ghost. Some seem to prefer to say the 
Holy Spirit. These are synonymous terms 
and mean the same thing, but we are 
sure that some are using the phrase 
“Holy Spirit” and are, in a measure, de- 
ceiving some, but we are sure there is no 
difference. We are also sure that Hol; 
Ghost or Holy Spirit refers to the 
blessing that the Lord said He would send 
back. John 14:16, 26; 15:26; Acts 2:1-6; 
10:44-48; 19:1-7. 

vv. 5-7, “While the bridegroom tar- 
ried, they all slumbered and slept. And 
at midnight there was a cry made, Be- 
hold, the bridegroom cometh; go ye out 
to meet him. Then all those virgins arose, 
and trimmed their lamps.” 

This is a hint that His coming might 
be delayed longer than the virgins ex- 
pected. The slumber, of course, denotes 
rest, quietness, and contentment. These 
thoughts don’t play much of a part in 
the parable. It is well to be awake and be 
watching for Him. Midnight represents 
an unexpected time, coming when no one 
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is expecting Him. The cry made was 
possibly made by the Holy Ghost at the 
approach of the Bridegrom. To make 
sleep or slumbering a fault, as some try 
to do, spoils the parable. Had it been 
wrong the wise virgins would certainly 
have been represented as keeping awake. 
Then, if we should give a meaning to 
these words, it is not that of spiritual 
lethargy, but rather occupations that 
concern the present life that are natural 
and necessary. 

In verse 7 all ten virgins are repre- 
sented as trimming their lamps. Those 
oriental lamps had to be trimmed and re- 
plenished with oil, but it seems that the 
foolish had no oil and all these verses are 
put in to represent the unity and com- 
panionship of the wise and the foolish 
but the final outcotiue shows that the 
foolish just didn’t have what they 
thought they had. 

vv. 8, 9, “And the foolish said unto 
the wise, Give us of your oil; for our 
lamps are gone out. But the wise an- 
swered saying, Not so; lest there be not 
enough for us and you: but go ye rather 
to them that sell, and buy for your- 
selves.” 

The foolish are now awakened to the 
fact that they do not have that that 
they should have. They have gone along 
in perfect hope and there is nothing said 
about anything that disturbed them, but 
they find that their lamps are gone out 
and they cry for help. Nothing would 
bring more consternation to a soul than 
to go along with the hope and belief 
that they were ready to meet Jesus and 
at His coming find that they are not 
ready. The wise gave them the answer, 
“Not so; lest there be not enough for us 
and you.” God has provided that every 
soul may have a supply sufficient for his 
need, but we cannot divide our salvation 
with another. The destiny of these fool- 
ish virgins was fixed and there was noth- 
ing left for them to do but to seek for 
the indwelling Holy Ghost, and those 
who had oil in their vesse's had nothing 
to do but go in with Jesus and I am 
sure this represents the raptured saints in 
1 Thess. 4:13-17. So many scriptures 
teach this same thing that we haven’t 
space to use them, but those who are 
familiar with this occasion will have them 
in mind. It is not supposed here that you 
can buy salvation but it is just represent- 
ative speech showing that they could yet 
receive the oil. 

vv. 10-12, “And while they went to 
buy, the bridegroom came; and they that 
were ready went in with him to the 
marriage: and the door was shut, After- 
ward came also the other virgins, saying, 
Lord, Lord, open to us. But he answered 
and said, Verily I say unto you, I know 
you not.” 
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This was a sad time for the foolish 
virgins and while they went to secure 
the oil the bridegroom came. Nowhere 
in the reading of this parable do we find 
that they ever got to the p.ace where the 
term “virgins” wasn’t ascribed to them. 
But while they went to get the very 
thing that they should have had all the 
time, their opportunity for them to go 
with Jesus passed. We do not believe that 
anybody will be ready to go with Jesus 
without being saved, sanctified, and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, as we have 
shown in this article. The followers of 
Jesus who had cast out devils and healed 
the sick, were to.d to go to Jerusalem and 
tarry until the Holy Ghost came. Every 
fair-minded man and woman will have 
to admit that the Holy Ghost is the 
third person in the Trinity and when He 
came He used men’s tongues and spoke 
throu_h them the wonderful works of 
God. I have read some comments that 
said, “Every man heard them speak in 
his own language.” These words are used 
in Acts 2:6, but they didn’t quote the 
eighth verse which says, “How hear we 
every man in our own tongue, wherein 
we were born?” Then the writer gives 
seventzen nationalities wherein these Jews 


were born for it says there were dwell- . 


ing at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of 
every naticn under heaven. Now _ this 
proves that these were all Jews who 
heard them speaking the languages of 
the different provinces wherein they 
were born. 


There are two places in the Bible that 
speak of the door being shut. One of 
them is in Matt. 25:10 and the other is 
where God had gathered Noah and his 
familv and two of every kind into the 
ark and the door was shut just before the 
deluge was poured out. 

In verse 12 Jesus said, “I know you 
not.” Now He didn’t say, I never knew 
you. In running up the Greek word for 
“know” (eido), I find that it means to 
consider, look on, or see, and the same 
Greek word is used in Rom. 6:16 and 1 
Cor. 3:16. I believe that Jesus simply 
meant, “You are too late to get into the 
bridal chamber, I will not consider you 
now,” or “You are too late; I will not 
consider you for this occasion.” 

Now the foolish virgins realized that 
they didn’t have the oil and I believe 
verse 11 is good evidence that they had 
received it when they came back and 
cried to the Lord, but the door was shur. 
Those who are well acquainted with the 
Scripture will have to admit that the 
tribulation week takes place after the 
Church is raptured and I am_ sure that 
these foolish virgins entered this tribula- 
tion week, : 

In order to prove that the tribulation 
is after the Church is raptured, I refer 
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you to the following scriptures: Isa. 26: 
20, 21; Rev. 3, latter part of verse 8, 
and verse 10; Luke 21:34-36. This 
proves that Jesus had in mind and taught 
His discip.es that there would be a time 
of trouble that they would escape if they 
would be true to Him and it can be 
nothing more nor less than the tribulation 
week. The first reference we have of the 
time of the tribulation is Dan. 9:27. 
Then, in order to prove that the saints 
are raptured before Antichrist takes his 
seat, read Revelation, fourth and fifth 
chapters. Rev. 4:11 proves that these 
saints are crying out to the Lord who is 
worthy to receive glory and honor and 
power. “For thou hast created all things, 
and for thy pleasure they were and are 
created.” 

Rev. 5:8-10, “And when he had taken 
the book, the four beasts and four and 
twenty elders fell down before the Lamb, 
having every one of them harps, and gol- 
den vials full of odours, which are the 
prayers of saints. And they sung a new 
song, saying, Thou art worthy to take 
the book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and has redeemed 
us to God by thy blood out of every kin- 
dred, and tongue, and people, and nation: 
and hast made us unto our God kings and 
priests: and we shall reign on the earth.” 

These verses prove positively that Je- 
sus is the one whom they were falling 
down and honoring, also that He was 
slain and redeemed the people to God by 
His own blood, and that this is the crowd 
that will reign with Him on earth. There 
is not a sea: broken yet. Antichrist will 
not take his seat until after the rapture, 
and he will not take his seat until after 
the first seal is broken. We are sure that 
Jesus is the one that has power to break 
these seals. 

The first seal is broken in Rev. 6:1, 
2. This white horse comes out after the 
Lamb has opened the seal, and he has a 
reign of seven years. Right on through 
the rest of the book of Revelation, great 
conflicts and troubles take place and 
those who have failed God will certainly 
pay for all this. There will be many who 
will give their lives for the cause they 
love during the tribulation week and 
there is plenty of scripture to prove that 
not all who profess salvation will be 
taken in the rapture.

son of perdition,” 2 Thessalonians 2:3. 
My friend, you had better wake up and 
you had better quit taking all your 
time finding fault with your brother, 
but instead try to encourage others 
because the coming of the Lord is 
at hand. There has come a_ fall- 
ing away. Statistics of 1933 report that 
one-half million people are leaving the 
churches annually. Christians, it’s time 
we were waking up—think of one-half 
milion souls! 

Sign No. 14, “For when they shall 
say, Peace and safety; then sudden de- 
struction cometh upon them, as travail 
upon a woman with child; and they 
shall not escape,” 1 Thessalonians 5:3. 
But, praise God, there is a way of escape 
througa Christ Jesus and I am glad that 
my trust is in Him. Hallelujah! Today 
men of the world are crying, “Peace and 
safety,” but we know the only place there 
is real safety is in Jesus. My friend, if 
you are not safe in Christ Jesus now is 
the time for you to seek Him. 

Sign No. 15, “Knowing this first, that 
there shail come in the last day scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts,” 2 Peter 
3:3.
